We need 
not bring back the tragic accounts of the 
“Wars of Religion” of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, the Inquisition, or the chivalrous war- 
path of the Middle Ages. We have just such 
atrocities today, and the cries of persecuted 
Colombians give evidence to it. 

Christianity’s bowels ache with the pains 
of a frustrated motherhood. After a gesta- 
tion of twenty centuries, Christianity has 
not yet delivered its child, not for lack of 
power in Christ, but for lack of love a- 
mongst His flock. 

If Christianity lacks PEACE within it- 
self, peace among the different branches of 
the tree of Nazareth, how can it expect to 
bring it to the rest of the world? How can 
anybody give what he does not have? 

“Every kingdom divided against itself is 
brought to desolation” was the warning of 
our Lord. And this is the sad picture of our 
time. While Catholic persecutes Protestant, 
and Protestant accuses Catholic, and Ortho- 
dox combats Heterodox, and Orient dares 
Occident, the common “adversary .. . as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom 
he may devour,” as St. Peter warned in his 
first epistle, ‘‘and the same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that are in 
the world.” Yes, the common enemy—ma- 
terialism in its manifold expressions, seeing 
the mighty army of light scattered and even 
hostile against one another, ‘“divided against 
itself,” preys upon Catholics, Protestants, 
Jews, Orthodoxes and Heterodoxes, and the 
Host of Christ is united in pain, but never 
in love. 

Soldiers of the same General, we cannot 
tear apart His cause! We read the same Gos- 
pel, we have the same code. Let us observe 
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one of His commandments, the one He pro- 
claimed to be the greatest and the first of 
all. Let us love one another as He loved us. 


HARMONY IN VARIETY 
Brotherhood Is Not Identification But Harmony 


In any army, spiritual or material, there 
are units of diverse apparel and tactics. So 
it must be in the army of Christ. Now, dif- 
ferences do not mean hostility. That we do 
not accept the practices, or the dogmas or 
traditions, or the “system” of the Catholic 
Church does not mean that we hate the 
“men’’ who belong there. If THE Con- 
VERTED CATHOLIC MAGAZINE expresses 
clearly and definitely these differences, it is 
not because it hates but because it loves the 
Catholic flock and wants to impart to them 
the light of our Master. 

All we who follow Christ have not only 
the right but the obligation to protect and 
keep pure and safe our own common patri- 
mony, the message of Christ, the heritage 
of Christendom. When we criticize, we do 
it with the sincere purpose of constructing, 
not of destroying; of leading, not of mis- 
leading. We combat error, not the one who 
errs; and we attack error, not for the pleas- 
ure of accusing, but of correcting it. 

We are not anti-Catholic, or anti-any- 
thing. We are for truth. We believe in crit- 
icism and in free discussion. No man is in- 
fallible. Only God is the very essence of 
truth and the fountain of light. We invite 
critcism of the ideas and beliefs we express 
and the doctrines we uphold. We request 
our Catholic friends to criticize us with the 
same uncompromising love for the truth 
and the teachings of Christ. Hermetic si- 
lence is worse than reprehension. We be- 
lieve in religious freedom, and we will sup- 
port it at all costs. But to teach the truth we 
do not have to unsheathe the sword and 
kill the dissenter. 

We speak and write for the edification 
of the Body of Christ. When we speak of 
harmony and brotherhood, we do not 
preach dogmatic identification. Differences 
are part of our human nature, but hostilities 
must be uprooted. No man or group of 
men can claim to have a monopoly of 
Christ. We do not need to be one branch, 
but we do need to live as parts of the same 
tree. 
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The solution to the problems of the 
world is in the hands of the militant Chris. 
tians. The world needs us. We can not fail 
the world. We cannot fail Jesus, our only 
Lord and Master. 

Happy New Year. Let it not be a wish 
only. Let it be action and work, a realiza. 
tion of Christianity in 1954. 


Primate Of England Denounce 
The Roman Catholic Church 


“Uncharitable” 
“juvenile,” “shrill,” 
were some of the 
adjectives used by 
Roman Catholic 
prelates in England 
and the United 
States in response 
to the speech that 
Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the Mos 
Rev. and Rt. Hon 
orable Goeffrey 
Francis Fisher, Primate, of all England 
made before his bishops and clergy. 

A booklet approved by the ranking prel- 
ate of the Church of England described the 
Roman Catholic Church as “‘totalitarian’ 
today and accused it of “touting for con- 
verts among the seriously ill and dying” 

The thirty-two-page booklet, written bj 
anonymous Anglican priests, is called “ln 
fallible Fallacies.” It was placed on sik 
by the Society for the Propagation of Chris 
tian Knowledge. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury recom- 
mended it in advance to the Convocation 
of Canterbury last week as a “brief, but 
effective, courteous and easily read” reply 
to what he called Roman Catholic “prop: 
ganda.” 

The booklet assailed what is called “spi 
itual bullying’ by Roman Catholic pris 
and declared: 

‘Particularly do we condemn the pit 
tice—fairly common in some places-t 
touting for converts among the seriously 
and dying in hospitals. There have been 
stances of life-long, loyal Anglicans being 
pestered by Catholic priests when in ® 
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hysical or mental condition to resist.” 
The booklet describes the doctrine of the 
infallibility of the Pope as ‘‘obviously un- 
scriptural and erroneous,” commenting: 

“If the Pope really has infallibility, it is 
surely remiss of him not to use it more fre- 
quently and more promptly for the guid- 
ance of Roman Catholics, if not all man- 
kind. 

“It is odd, too, that although the world 
today sorely needs moral guidance, not one 
infallible utterance has there been on any 
questions of human conduct.” 

The Roman Catholic doctrine, promul- 
gated in 1950, of the bodily assumption of 
the Virgin Mary into Heaven was termed 
“an unjustifiable attempt to impose on the 
church an unscriptural speculation.” 

The booklet declared: 

“The great bureaucratic system of the 
Roman Catholic Church, centralized in 
Rome and tightly controlled by the Pope, 
is totalitarian. 

“The transition from one kind of totali- 
tarianism to another is an easy one, and it 
is well known that the countries of Wes- 
tern Europe in which communism is strong- 
est today are the predominantly Roman 
Catholic countries. 

“The close discipline exercised by Ro- 
man Catholic priests upon the laity is un- 
christian and often amounts to spiritual 
bullying. 

“Decisions which normal persons ought 
to be trusted to make for themselves in 
obedience to their consciences are made by 
the Pope and enforced through the priest.” 

The booklet cited as an example of Ro- 
man Catholic “propaganda” in England a 
statement by Catholic Bishop Cyril Cow- 
deroy of Southwark in September, 1952. 

It quoted him as saying Queen Elizabeth 
I, who re-asserted the crown authority over 
the church first assumed by Henry VIII, 
“was one of the most infamous and miser- 
- women in history, not excepting Jeze- 

The booklet said further: “It is quite 
dear that in some of our parishes people 
ae being disturbed by the repetition of un- 
traths about their church. These untruths 
ae part of the Roman Catholic campaign 


of trying to gain Anglicans for their own 
church. 
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“We must not blame Roman Catholic 
laymen too much for these misrepresenta- 
tions, for they are what they have been 
taught to say. 

“In fact, they sum up the official atti- 
tude of the Roman Catholic Church to- 
wards the Anglican Church. We do not 
unchurch them, for they unchurch us.” 


The Roman Catholic Church 
hud Diuerce---Deuble Stand- 


In recent months 
the press has regis- 
aed cases of “‘an- 
nulments’’ and 
“separations” of 
prominent Roman 
Catholic couples, 
and the attitude 
taken by the Ro- 
man Catholic Hier- 
archy has been the 
subject of conjec- 
tures and serious 
criticism. 

The case of former Ambassador to Mex- 
ico, Mr. O’Dwyer and the way the hier- 
archy has acted upon the situation created 
by Major William D. Clark, General Mark 
Clark’s son, has made many Roman Catho- 
lics wonder about the real character of their 
church. 

Major William D. Clark, only son of 
General Mark Clark, United Nations Far 
East Commander, and Mrs. Audrey Caire 
Loflin were married in the Roman Catholic 
Church of the Holy Name of Jesus on the 
campus of Loyola University. Major Clark 
is an infantry instructor at Fort Benning, 
Georgia. His wife is the daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Caire. Her father is a 
prominent New Orleans physician. 

The ceremony was performed at the al- 
tar rail because the Major is a non-Catholic. 
Ordinarily a Catholic marriage is perform- 
ed within the sanctuary and accompanied 
by the offering of Mass. Since the bride’s 
first marriage, which'ended in divorce, was 
performed by a civil official, it is not con- 
sidered valid by the Catholic Church. She 





Ex-Mayor O’Dwyer 
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has a three-year-old daughter by her previ- 
ous marriage. 

According to the Catholic Universe Bul- 
letin (August 7, 1953) Major Clark’s bride 
attended Louisiana State University, where 
she was a fashion model. Her former “mar- 
riage’’ outside the Church to James T. Lof- 
lin, recent LSU football star, has been de- 
clared null. 

Questions concerning the marriage 
prompted Msgr. Charles J. Plauche, chan- 
cellor of the New Orleans archdiocese, to 
mr" a public statement. The chancellor 
said: 

“In reply to various inquiries which 
have reached this office regarding the an- 
nounced marriage of Mrs. Audrey Caire 
Loflin and Major William Clark, may we 
state that the previous marriage of Audrey 
Caire, a Catholic, to James Thomas Loflin 
has been declared null and void by the com- 
petent authorities of the Catholic Church 
on the grounds that said marriage was con- 
tracted only before a civil official. 

“Under the laws of the Catholic Church 
the marriage of a Catholic before a repre- 
sentative of the civil authority is declared 
null and void. 

“The marriage of Audrey Caire to Major 
William Clark, a non-Catholic, will be cel- 
ebrated in Holy Name of Jesus Church in 
virtue of a rule which went into effect in 
this archdiocese October 15, 1949, whereby 
upon request of the parties of a “mixed” 
marriage, permission may be obtained to 
have the ceremony within the Catholic 
church building, subject to certain very 
specific restrictions.” 

The incongruity of the double standard 
of morality concerning marriage is readily 
observed in this particular case. According 
to the Catholic Church a marriage per- 
formed by a civil authority for a Catholic 
participant, was called by Pope Pius IX, 
September 27, 1852, “nothing else than a 
shameful and abominable concubinage.” 
The same Pope in a letter to King Victor 
Emmanuel, dated September 9, 1852, de- 
clared that marriage “without the sacra- 
ment is pure concubinage.”’ 

The Catholic Church claims that she is 
the sole judge of a Christian marriage. Ac- 
cording to their teaching, marriage is a sac- 
rament, the binding contract of which is 
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such that only death can dissolve it. Such 
a stand seemingly is very straightforward 
and fundamental and many Protestant and 
non-Catholic people erroneously conclude 
that the Catholic Church as a consequence 
rigidly upholds the indissolubility of the 
marriage contract. The subleties of Roman 
Catholic philosophy and theology appear 
now, and in practice countless marriages of 
Roman Catholics are dissolved for one rea- 
son or other. It matters not how often 3 
Roman Catholic might be married by a civil 
authority or a minister. The Catholic p, 
or parties must be married by a Catholic 
priest if the marriage of such a party is to 
be considered valid by their church. Con. 
sequently, Catholic people might be mar. 
ried and divorced as often as they wish a 
long as the marriage is not performed by 
a Catholic priest. 

The indissolubility of the marriage bond 
then means little to them. This in reality 
destroys the teachings of the Lord and the 
apostles with regard to the very foundation 
of marriage. St. Paul very emphatically 
states in I Cor. 7:10, 11, “And unto the 
married I command, yet not I, but the Lord, 
Let not the wife depart from her hus 
band: But and if she depart, let her re 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to her 
husband ; and let not the husband put away 
his wife.” 

The Roman Catholic Church speaks of 
“separations” and “‘annulments.” A sepi- 
ration does not permit of remarriage, where- 
as an annulment in practice is the same 
as divorce. An annulment means that in 
reality there was no marriage, although the 
parties concerned lived together and have 
had children. It is a substitute for divorce 
Our Lord Himself made no distinction 
about valid, licit, or consummated mar 
riages. He named no subtle “‘if's” and 
“but’s.”” He distinguished not betwee 
Christian and non-Christian, between a 
thorities “human or divine.” Invalid mar 
riages often times need only official Catho 
lic Church signatures to be declared at 
nulled. Seemingly various Roman Catholi 
legalisms play with an original macriag 
contract at will. What of the children of 
such marriages? Again the Catholic Chara 
does not consider them as of primary i 
portance. 
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The Right to Freedom 


of Conscience ;

HEN Freedom’s Foundation 

placed the right to worship God 
in one’s Own way at the top of the prin- 
ciples which constitute the American 
way of life, it confirmed the undeniable 
fact that of all the “political and eco- 
nomic rights which protect the dignity 
and freedom of the individual,” freedom 
of conscience is the cornerstone of the 
political, economic, social and spiritual 
life of any nation. 

Of all earthly possessions, freedom of 
conscience is the most precious: it is 
bought at a greater price, and preserved 
with greater watchfulness, than any oth- 
er, Tyranny comes with muffled foot; it 
steals upon us like the night: it deposits, 
while a nation sleeps, the seeds of arbi- 
trary rule; and under pretence of re- 
dressing wrong or advancing liberty, it 
strikes a fatal blow at justice and reli- 
gious freedom. A somewhat jealous 
mood is at all times one of the best bul- 
warks of a nation’s liberties; but at the 
present hour, when the causes of alarm 
1} are so imminent, we can scarce be too 
t} watchful against apathy in regard to the 
¢} public interests, or too alert to repel the 
| inroads of a tyranny of all others the 
a} stealthiest and the basest.

. As a student of this subject remarks, 


the framers of the American Constitu- 
é tion had come to a land where they might 

find freedom to worship God according 
to the dictates of their conscience. The 
dreadful spectre of religious wars, the 
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centuries of religious persecution, had 
forced men to flee from the thralldom of 
a state religion. While it is true that 
many of the inhabitants of the early 
American Colonies, with noted excep- 
tions, had brought their state-church 
ideas of the Old World along with them, 
yet from their Old World background 
and from their experiences in colonial 
government a new day was to dawn. In 
the words of Philip Schaff; the well- 
known church historian, “History had 
taught the framers of the Constitution 
that persecution is useless as well as 
hateful, and that it is rooted in the un- 
holy alliance of religion with politics.” 

The principle which guarantees the 
right of every man to worship as he 
sees fit, or not to worship, was to become 
the law of the land. Article VI of the 
Constitution provides : “But no religious 
test shall ever be required as a qualifica- 
tion to any office or public trust under 
the United States.” This principle was 
clearly and specifically set forth in the 
adoption of the First Amendment to the 


' Constitution, which declares, “Congress 


shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press; or 
the right of the people peaceably to as- 
semble and to petition the Government 
for a redress of grievances.” 

Still greater emphasis was given to 
the First Amendment through the adop- 
tion in 1868 of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, which declares that no state may 
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deny any person “life, liberty, or prop- 
erty without due process of law.” 


The United States Supreme Court in 
the case of Gitlow vs. the People of New 
York, in 1925, declared: “We may and 
do assume that freedom of speech and 
of the press—which are protected by 
the First Amendment from abridgment 
by Congress—are among the fundamen- 
tal personal rights and ‘liberties’ protect- 
ed by the due-process clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment from ‘impair- 
ment’ by the States’—268 U.S. 562. 
This important point of interpretation 
passed beyond an assumption in 1937, 
when in the case DeJonge vs. State of 
Oregon the United States Supreme 
Court ruled: “Freedom of speech and 
of the press are fundamental rights 
which are safeguarded by the due-pro- 
cess clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution.” —299 
U.S. 353. Since then a series of cases 
have been decided recognizing this prin- 
ciple so that it is now fully established, 
and the First Amendment is made ap- 
plicable to the individual states and their 
citizens through the due-process clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment. 


It has been said by the highest court 
of the land: “In this country the full and 
free right to entertain any religious be- 
lief, to practice any religious principle, 
and to teach any religious doctrine which 
does not violate the laws of morality and 
property and which does not infringe 
personal rights, is conceded to all.”— 
Watson, et. al., vs. Jones, et al., 13 Wall 
(U.S.) 728. 

As the sun shines over the crests and 
the valleys, bathes the oceans and the 
horizons, imparts fully its beneficent ef- 
fects over the rich and the poor, the 
black and the white, the ignorant and the 
learned, freedom of conscience, in a 
democratic state, has no favorites nor is 
it circumscribed by circumstances. The 
countries that have incorporated free- 
dom of conscience into their legislation 
as an essential part of their existence, 
have prospered beyond human calcula- 
tion. 
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Freedom of Conscience Is the 
Child of the Reformation 


Were it not for the triumphs of the 
Reformation, the world would still d 
the chains of spiritual and mental slay. 
ery. Alluding to the fruits that Reforma. 
tion had brought to his native land, a 
prominent Scotsman wrote, almost a 
century ago: “The Reformation found 
Scotland a country of inhospitable bogs 
and moors, and it made it a country of 
gardens and richly cultivated fields. It 
found Scotland a country of wretched 
hovels and paltry towns, and it has made 
it a country of noble cities, which rival 
in architectural magnificence and beauty 
the finest creations of the proud Italy 
of four centuries ago. It found Scotland 
a land without letters, and it gave ita 
literature destined to endure, rivaling 
in terseness and elegance of diction the 
purest models of the Augustan era, and 
far excelling them in dignity of matter 
and grandeur of sentiment. It found 
Scotland a land without arts, and it 
made it the inventress of the steam en- 
gine, which has revolutionized the labour 
of the world, and it is destined, after 
covering its own soil with the marvels 
of industry and of trade, to extend the 
blessings of commerce to the remotest 
shores and rudest tribes. In a word, it 
found Scotland the least of the Euro- 
pean nations, with scarce a name among 
civilized countries, and it has placed it 
in conjunction with its sister England, 
at the head of the nations of the earth. 
It was the birthday of the land: on that 
day a free State was born into the world, 
and if there was wailing among the pow- 
ers and principalities of darkness the 
‘morning stars’ of liberty sang together, 
and all the ‘sons’ of freedom shoutel 
for joy.” 

Today, and for the same identical re 
sons, we can apply these words to Amer 
ica. What a marked contrast between this 
glorious land and the countries whert 
that freedom has been denied to people 
As the night of barbarism and ignorant 
began to break up in the one country, tht 
day of civilization and knowledge begat 
to wane in the other. As the liberties al 
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the one began to be enlarged, despotism 
tightened her chains round the other. As 
the one reverted into a country of mo- 
rasses and inhospitable deserts, the other 
put on the cultivation and luxuriance of 
a garden.. The palaces and monuments 
of the one moldered into dust; the hovels 
of the other grew into noble and wealthy 
cities. Commerce, forsaking the shore 
she had been wont to frequent, dis- 
charged her rich argosies on a foreign, 
until then unvisited, strand. Learning 
quenched her lamp in the halls where it 
had burned from immemorial time; and 
art, forsaking the sunny clime where 
she had loved to dwell, traversed the 
mountains, crossed the sea, and sought 
out new abodes in a climate less hospit- 
able, and amid tribes less civilized. 


Proscription — Prescription for Decay 

Freedom of conscience and religious 
intolerance! These two principles have 
divided humanity into two worlds: and 
how dissimilar ! Upon the one the sun of 
liberty has shone, and all that is noble 
and true has sprung up and flourished in 
its rays. Upon the other despotism has 
cast its shadow, as if to wrap up in dark- 
ness the melancholy wrecks with which 
it had filled it,—the ghastly corpses of 
nations once great, and of men once 
free. 


These mementoes and monitors, so 
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tivity of nations which have lost their 
power because they have proscribed or 
imprisoned religious freedom, we would 
cry over the ruins of countries, fallen 
from the height of power, their noble 
sierras converted into deserts, their once 
opulent towns covered with the mould 
of decay, and their once polished and 
lettered population debased by igno- 
rance, and delighting only in barbarous 
and savage sports—proclaiming far more 
emphatically than words could proclaim 
it, the supreme folly of which they were 
guilty when they chose to rest their 
greatness and prosperity upon a con- 
science governed by the Inquisition. 

To make the lesson the more manifest 
and striking, here is America running 
precisely the opposite course,—-attract- 
ing commerce to its shores, constructing 
magnificent cities, and filling them with 
the wealth and the treasures of all the 
regions of the earth; spreading over its 
land, among the millions of its people, 
a purer science and a higher knowledge 
than other lands ever knew in the days 
of their glory; and by this career pro- 
claiming, as emphatically as words could 
proclaim it, the wisdom of its choice 
when it determined to make freedom of 
conscience its cornerstone.

HILE Catholics 


are crowing over 
defeating the Protes- 
tants on the parochial 
school tax exemption 
issue in California, 
and former Arch- 
bishop James Alo- 
ysius McIntyre has 
apparently been re- 
warded for his ef- 
forts in whipping 
California into line for the indoctrina- 
tion of Catholic children in Catholic 
dogmas in schools partly subsidized by 
the Protestant enemies of the Church, 
by being appointed a Cardinal of the 
Roman dictatorship, reports of Catho- 
lic atrocities in foreign lands and Catho- 
lic persecution in America continue to 
pour in. 

Speaking before a meeting of the Col- 
lege Avenue Baptist Church, San Diego, 
California, on Sunday night, January 
11, 1953, Dr. Henry E. Hedrick told of 
the deplorable condition of the Navajo 
and Pueblo Indians of New Mexico who 
have been dominated by the Catholic 
Church for more than 400 years. 

He said that he had gone to investi- 
gate reports that Indians in the reserva- 
tion near Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
had been beaten, and driven away from 
their homes by Roman Catholic bigots. 
He showed pictures of one woman who 
on two occasions had been severely beat- 
en; and produced tape recordings from 
other Indians who told of being threat- 
ened with expulsion from their tribe and 
with confiscation of their lands and 
homes if they refused to sever their con- 
nection with Protestant churches. 
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About fourteen 
weeks ago he said he 
received a_ telegram 
urging him to go to 
New Mexico to see 
for himself the atro- 
cities committed by 
the Catholic-domin- 
ated tribal councils 
and chiefs. 


He quoted a doe- 

umentary State De 

partment order which cited cases of In- 

dians who had been imprisoned by tr: 

bal leaders. These Indians were of a 
minority cult. 

One Protestant child which had been 
run over and killed was refused burid 
in the only cemetery on the pueblo um 
til its mother finally signed a statement 
that she would return to the Roma 
Church. He showed a picture of the 
mother of the child, and he said he had 
tape recordings of her testimony. 

He said attempts to gain relief for the 
Indians through the United States At 
torney for the Indian tribes met with lit 
tle success. Former Governer Hannett 
of New Mexico was then engaged as le 
gal counsel in the hope that further per- 
secutions might be stopped. 

Indians who complained that. their 
rights under the Constitution of the 
United States to worship as they wished 
were being violated, were told that, 
since they were Indians, the Fifth 4 
mendment of the Constitution did not 
apply to them. 

Hedrick said he personally had taken 
the story of this persecution by the Re 
man system in America, to five major 
daily newspapers in Los Angeles, the 
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Los Angeles Times, the Herald Express, 
the Los Angeles Examiner, the Daily 
News, and that only the “religion” edi- 
tor of the Los Angeles Mirror, Omar 
Garrison, would print the story. He said 
there were many who condemned the re- 
lease and only one letter of commenda- 
tion was received in the N.A.E. Region- 
al Office. This resulted because Protes- 
tantism is asleep. 

He reported that Navajo Indians liv- 
ing west of Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
on occasions had to haul water as far as 
twenty-one miles for their own use; and 
the lack of forage for the flocks also was 
reported. He intimated that much of the 
backwardness of the Indians stemmed 
from the efforts of the Catholic priests 
to keep them from going to public 


schools. They were kept in Catholic pa- 
rochial schools. The story told to the 
children was that if they attended the 
government school they would be cast 
into hell by the devil. 

A strange custom of the Navajo In- 
dians was to leave the bodies of those 
who had died in their “hogan” and burn 
the building. Thus the timber over a pe- 
riod of years had been used up and 
burned uselessly. The Indians think that 
the spirit of the dead will pursue a fam- 
ily if the body is not burned in the hogan. 

The doctor showed pictures of the 
carnivals, with their bingo games and 
other gambling games, which followed 
Catholic religious festivals. (He thus 
showed that the same carnivals with their 
gambling games, which are used in front

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of the Catholic Churches in the other 
American cities to raise money, are even 
carried into the Indian reservations.) 
This is a violation of the laws of New 
Mexico. 


Two leading Pueblo Indians recount- 
ed to the doctor a number of atrocities, 
of a woman being beaten, of an Indian 
having been ordered to leave the Pueblo 
with his family because he did not con- 
tinue in the Catholic faith. A tape- 
recorded testimony of one of the Pueblo 
Indians showed him telling the priest- 
dominated tribal council that he had not 
fought in two wars to get such unjust 
treatment, and that he stood on his con- 
stitutional rights of freedom of religious 
belief and of speech. 


Hedrick told of one pueblo which had 
had a Presbyterian church, but it was 
now used for a granary by the Catholic 
Trading Post owner. 


One man had refused to renounce his 
faith, the tribe then refused him permis- 
sion to use the communal harvesting 
equipment and had refused him aid so 
that his crops would have been lost if it 
had not been for Protestant outsiders 
coming in to help him. Pictures were 
shown with the Indian and his harvested 
crop after pressure was brought upon 
the tribal council. 

Pictures were shown of a road block 
of timbers put across the road to the 
home of one Protestant Indian woman’s 
house. It was some time before the road 
block was removed and the road re- 
opened. An elderly woman and her 102 
year-old mother were victims of this 
persecution. 

The doctor showed a bottle containing 
about an ounce of liquid, which Church 
authorities in Italy had claimed was 
sweat from the bones of St. Nicola, and 
which, if rubbed on sore spots of the 
body, would heal them. He wondered 
how many gallons of sweat the bones 
would produce in a year. Apparently 
the sweat brings fabulous profits in gifts 
as it seems to be in big demand as a 
healing potion. 

Doctor Hedrick said he was in favor 
of foreign aid, but that the deplorable 
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condition of our Indians demanded that 
they be given protection from religious 
and tribal persecution and that they 
should be given all necessary aid before 
billions are passed out to foreign minori- 
ties. He complained against the destruc. 
tion of crops and food surpluses while 
the Indians had insufficient food, which 
was partly responsible for hundreds now 
lying in hospitals in the Southwest with 
tuberculosis. (However, the pictures of 
all the Indians shown indicated that at 
least these were well fleshed and strong 
looking. ) 

He showed pictures of one Protestant 
church and one Masonic hall which had 
been burned and later restored. This was 
in Kansas City, Missouri. These build- 
ings were shown to prove that Rome is 
at work all over the U.S.A. 


He referred to a story by Enrique 
Ibanez, written in the Action Magazine, 
the official organ of the N.A.E., in which 
it was reported that “on July 21, 1982 
the governing assembly of Jemez Pueblo 
called fifteen Protestant Christians be- 
fore it and demanded that they renounce 
their faith and return to their Indio 
Catholic religion. On their refusal, the 
Governor announced that their property 
was forfeited, including homes and fur- 
niture; that they no longer could share 
in the use of community property such 
as trucks, threshing machines, etc. ; that 
they had lost their water rights and that 
they must leave the pueblo. He had pre- 
viously forbidden them to have any 
prayer meeting or religious meeting in 
their homes and, of course, would not 
permit the building of a Protestant 
church in the pueblo, and he stated that 
his decisions could not be interfered 
with even by the Federal Government.” 

This persecution of minorities by In 
dians is nothing new on the Indian res 
ervations, and former Secretary of the 
Interior, Harold L. Ickes, after thor- 
ough investigation once issued a diret- 
tive which reads as follows: 

“It is intolerable that for a purely re 
ligious alleged offense, and under @ 
charge of witchcraft supported by no ew 
dence of witnesses, Indians should bt 
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confined by fellow-Indians in an unsani- 
tary and practically an airless and light- 
less dungeon for long periods. 


“It is intolerable that for such alleged 
offenses Indians should be deprived by 
other Indians of much of their land, and 
in some cases all of the land, and that 
the officials of a tribe should personally 
appropriate this confiscated land for 
their own enrichment. 

“It is intolerable that the most funda- 
mental of all human rights and one of 
the most precious of all the rights guar- 
anteed by the Constitution—liberty of 
conscience—should be denied and abcl- 
ished within a tribe of Indians through 
the action of officers themselves pro- 
ceeding under the domination of an 
armed and uniformed employee of the 
Indian Service, whose action, in its turn, 
was not authorized by law or directed or 
to be tolerated by his superiors in the 
Government. 

“Under Section 17 of the Act of June 
/, 1924, the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior is required for convey- 
ance or transfer of land between the In- 
dians of the Pueblos of New Mexico. 
The taking of lands of the religious min- 
ority is hereby disapproved, and the 
appropriation of these lands by the of- 
heers of the pueblo for their personal 
we is hereby disapproved. The status of 
the land remains what it was before the 
teligious proscription was set in action, 
and the members of the Native Ameri- 
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can Church are authorized to repossess 
themselves of all of the land thus taken 
from them. The officers of Taos Pueblo 
are hereby directed to return the land to 
its owners and to make good any damage 
or losses caused by their seizures of the 
land. 


“Should the religious persecution be 
recommenced, the resources of the De- 
partment of the Interior will be used to 
protect the religious liberties of the min- 
ority. 

“I earnestly hope and trust that here- 
after these irregularities and those de- 
moralizing actions will not be renewed. 
The injury from such actions extends 
far beyond Taos Pueblo. It discredits 
every pueblo. It jeopardized the reli- 
gious liberties and the self-government 
of all the other pueblos, and indeed, of 
every Indian tribe. It jeopardized the 
success of the whole broad program now 
far advanced, which looks toward the 
establishment of Indian rights, includ- 
ing the privileges of self-determination 
by the Indian tribes, and which seeks to 
establish the Indian in the public opinion 
of the country as a dignified, permanent 
and important unit of the life and cul- 
ture of the United States.” The religious 
minority in this case was a non-Chris- 
tian religious cult, but the principle of 
infringement upon constitutional rights 
remains the same. 

Dr. Hedrick summarized this report 
by pointing out that true freedom comes 
from God and not from man. Therefore, 
the solution is not to be found in a re- 
ligious system but in a personal relation- 
ship with a personal Saviour. In Christ 
alone is there true freedom. 

The investigation of persecution a- 
mong the Indians has resulted in the 
formation of the American Indian Lib- 
eration Crusade, with headquarters at 
1059 South Hope Street, Los Angeles 
15, California.

Catholics Would Change the Constitution 
Of the United States 


From little acorns huge oak trees spring. From the intent to alter the State 
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Constitutions a natural step would be to change the Federal Constitution, to 


abolish the entire fabric of our Government. 


The Catholic hierarchy in the United 
States is continuously demanding both 
State and Federal aid for their parochial 
school system. It seems that their ulti- 
mate goal is complete support of paro- 
chial schools by taxation. 

Recently Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
of St. Louis (See the Tablet, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., Sept. 19, 1953) attacked indirect- 
ly the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri, suggesting an amendment to the 
same. The Archbishop had ignored en- 
tirely the rulings of the Supreme Court 
of Missouri, which has voided two 
amendments authorizing transportation 
of private school pupils at public ex- 
pense. The Catholic churchman declared : 
“If the Constitution of Missouri does 
not, as it now stands, permit bus trans- 
portation to children not attending pub- 
lic schools, we should amend the Con- 
stitution to permit the State to grant 
such a benefit, and any other humani- 
tarian benefit such as health and lunch 
programs to all children of Missouri.” 


If the Roman Catholic hierarchy suc- 
ceeds in changing the Constitutions of 
the various States, their next step will 
be to concentrate on the Constitution of 
the United States and scrap it complete- 
ly, substituting the Code of Canon Law.

President Eisenhower Stresses Need 
For Sacrifices 


On September 21, our Chief Execv- 
tive, President Eisenhower, delivered ; 
speech at a $100-a-plate dinner of New 
England Republicans in Boston Garden, 
Boston, Mass. Among other things, he 
stressed the need of sacrifice on the part 
of all loyal-minded Americans. He said 
that no defense sacrifice—‘‘No labor, no 
tax, no service”—is too great for Amer- 
ca to bear against enemies of freedom 

“equipped with the most terrible weap 
ons of destruction.” 


The President pointed out various at- 
complishments of his administration to 
the present day, and indicated other mat 
ters which he foresaw will be acted upon 
at the next session of Congress. EX 

Concerning the Taft-Hartley labo 7 
law he remarked: “We are continuing 
to study and will submit to the next se 
sion of the Congress legislative recom 
mendations for making more secure otf 
industrial peace and productivity, mor 
clear and explicit the rights of labor, isi | 
unions and its employers.” 
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President Eisenhower also discussed 
the principles of Freedom—freedom as 
conceived in our Protestant heritage. 
Without this ideology we will destroy 
ourselves. “We are one nation,” he said, 
“gifted by God with the reason and the 
will to govern ourselves and returning 
our thanks to Him by respecting His su- 
preme creation—the free individual.” In 
the Romanist system there is no free- 
dom for the individual. His will is en- 
tirely subordinated to a Church organ- 
ization. The President continued: “We 
—this American society—are not the 
product of some tentative calculating, 
self-interested social contract or alliance 
between conflicting classes and sections 
4... In the American design . . . each 
group in our nation has special problems. 
None has special rights. Each has pe- 
culiar needs. None has peculiar privil- 
eges.” How differently does the Roman 
Catholic Church act, as if they had spe- 
cial rights, special privileges due them.

Witness how the Roman hier- 
archy is ever demanding Federal aid for 
parochial schools. 

“The supreme belief of our society is 
in the dignity and freedom of the indi- 
vidual,” our President reiterated.

Americans must firmly uphold and de- 
fend this ideal.

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Roman Catholic Bishop Strossmayer, a Champion 
Against the Infallibility of the Pope 


Among the 21 archbishops and 65 bishops 
of the Roman Catholic Church who voted 
against the Infallibility of the Pope at the 
85th General Congregation of the Vatican 
Council, July 13, 1870, Bishop Jose Stross- 
mayer was one of the greatest champions op- 
posing the doctrine of Infallibility. THE 
CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA, vol. XIV, 
gives the following information about the re- 
markable personality of Bishop Strossmayer, 
who for all his high rank in the Catholic 
hierarchy was not afraid to express his con- 
victions. The biographical sketch written by 
the Catholic Klemens Léfiler and authorized 
by Catholic censorship will speak more elo- 
quently than any commentary we may offer 
on this subject. 

“Strossmayer, Joseph Georg. Bishop of Dia- 
kovar, b. at Esseg in Croatia-Slavonia 4 Feb. 
1815, d. 8 April 1905. He came from a family 
of German peasants who had immigrated into 
Croatia . . . He obtained the degree of Doc- 
tor of Philosophy when only twenty years of 
age. in 1838 he was ordained priest and was 
for two years vicar at Peterwarden ... In 
1842 he obtained the degree of Doctor of 
Theology ... professor at Diakovar ... court 
chaplain, prefect in the Augustineum at Vien- 
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na and professor of Canon Law at the Univer 
sity of Vienna. On 18 Nov. 1849 he was a 
pointed Bishop . . . At the same time he ws 
Apostolic Administrator of Belgrade-Sema- 
dria in Servia. In 1898 the pope conferred th 
pallium upon him. At the Vatican Cound 
he was one of the most notable opponents o 
papal infallibility, and distinguished himself 
as a speaker. The pope praised Strossmayers 
“remarkably good Latin.” A speech in whid 
he defended Protestantism made a great set 
sation. . . After the council Strossmayer mait- 
tained his opposition longer than all the other 
bishops and kept up a connection with Dé 
linger and Reinkens until October, 1871. The 
he notified them that he intended to yield “# 
least outwardly” ... In politics he was # 
active supporter of the Croatian national pa 
ty and Panslavism. He exerted himself to at 
vance his people in civilization, yet he streng 
thened national hatreds by political agitation 
. . . He sought to win the Servians who wet 
not Uniat for Rome by the use of the 
Slavonic Liturgy.”

CoA ENERABLE FATHERS AND 

Ae BRETHREN: It is not with- 

aN out trembling, yet with a con- 
science free and tranquil before God who 
lives and sees me, that I open my mouth 
in the midst of you in this august assem- 
bly. From the time that I have been sit- 
ting here with you I have followed with 
attention the speeches that have been made 
in the hall, hoping with great desire that a 
ray of light descending from on high might 
enlighten the eyes of my understanding, 
and permit me to vote the canons of this 
Holy OEcumenical Council with perfect 
knowledge of the case. 


No Basis For Papacy 


Penetrated with the feelings of respon- 
sibility, of which God will demand of me 
an account, I have set myself to study with 
the most serious attention the Old and 
New Testaments, and I have asked these 
venerable monuments of truth to make 
known to me if the holy pontiff, who pre- 
sides here, is truly the successor of St. 
Peter, vicar of Jesus Christ, and the infalli- 
ble doctor of the church. To resolve this 
grave question I have been obliged to ig- 
nore the present state of things, and to 
transport myself in mind, with the evan- 
gelical torch in my hand, to the days when 
there was neither Ultramontanism nor Gal- 
licanism, and in which the church had 
for doctors St. Paul, St. Peter, St. James, 
and St. John—doctors to whom no one can 
deny the divine authority without putting 
in doubt that which the holy Bible, which 
is here before me, teaches us, and which 
the Council of Trent has proclaimed as the 
tule of faith and of morals. I have then 
opened these sacred pages. Well (shall I 
dare to say it?), I have found nothing eith- 
er near or far which sanctions the opinion 
of the Ultramontanes. And still more, to 
my great surprise, I find in the apostolic 
days no question of a pope, successor to 
St. Peter, and vicar of Jesus Christ, any 
more than of Mahomet who did not then ex- 
ist. You, Monsignor Manning, will say that 
I blaspheme; you, Monsignor Fie, that I 
am mad. No, Monsignori, I do not blas- 
pheme, and I am not mad. Now, having 
tead the whole New Testament, I declare 
before God, with my hand raised to that 
great crucifix, that I have found no trace 
of the papacy as it exists at this moment. 

hot refuse me your attention, my ven- 
erable brethren, and with your murmuring 
and interruptions do not justify those who 
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say, like Father Hyacinthe, that this Coun- 
cil is nothing, and that our votes have been 
from the beginning dictated by authority. 
If such were the case, this august assembly, 
on which the eyes of the whole world are 
turned, would fall into the most shameful 
discredit. If we wish to make it great, we 
must be free. I thank his Excellency, Mon- 
signor Dupanloup, for the sign of approba- 
tion which he makes with his head: this 
gives me courage, and I go on. 


The Testimony of Christ 


Reading then the sacred books with that 
attention with which the Lord has made 
me capable, I do not find one single chap- 
ter, or one little verse, in which Jesus 
Christ gives to St. Peter the mastery over 
the apostles, his fellow-workers. If Simon, 
son of Jonas, had been what we believe his 
holiness Pius IX to be today, it is wonder- 
ful that He had not said to him: ‘When I 
have ascended to my Father, you should all 
obey Simon Peter as you obey me. I estab- 
lish him my vicar upon earth.’ 

Not only is Christ silent on this point, 
but so little does He think of giving a head 
to the church, that when He promises to 
His apostles to judge the twelve tribes of 
Israel (Matt. 19:28) He promises them 
twelve thrones, one for each, without say- 
ing that among those thrones one shall be 
higher than the others—which shall belong 
to Peter. Certainly, if He had wished that 
it should be so, He would have said it. 
What do we conclude from this sentence? 
Logic tells us that Christ did not wish to 
make St. Peter the head of the apostolic 
college. When Christ sent the apostles to 
conquer the world, to all He gave the prom- 
ise of the Holy Spirit. Permit me to repeat 
it: if He had wished to constitute Peter 
His vicar, He would have given him the 
chief command over His spiritual army. 
Christ—so says the Holy Scriptures—for- 
bade Peter and his colleagues, to reign or 
to exercise lordship, or to have authority 
over the faithful like the kings of the Gen- 
tiles (Luke 22:25). If St. Peter had been 
elected pope, Jesus would not have spoken 
thus; but according to our tradition, the 
papacy holds in its hands two swords, sym- 
bols of spiritual and temporal power. 


The Testimony of the Early Church 

One thing has surprised me very much. 
Turning it over in my mind, I said to my- 
self, if Peter had been elected Pope, would 
his colleagues have been permitted to send 
him with St. John to Samaria to announce 
the gospel of the Son of God? What do you 
think, venerable brethren, if at this mo- 
ment we permitted ourselves to send his 
holiness Pius IX and his Excellency Mons. 
Plantier to go to the Patriarch of Constan- 
tinople, to pledge him to put an end to 
the Eastern schism? 
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But here is another still more important 
fact. An OEcumenical Council is assembled 
at Jerusalem to decide on the questions 
which divide the faithful. Who would have 
called together this Council if St. Peter had 
been pope? St. Peter. Who would have pre- 
sided at it? St. Peter, or his legate. Who 
would have promulgated the canons? St. 
Peter. Well, nothing of this occurred. The 
apostle assisted at the Council as all the 
others did, yet it was not he who summed 
it up, but St. James; and when the de- 
crees were promulgated, it was in the name 
of the apostles, the elders, and the breth- 
ren (Acts 15). Is it thus that we do in 
our church? The more I examine, O ven- 
erable brethren, the more I am convinced 
that in the scriptures the son of Jonas 
does not appear to be first. 


The Testimony of St. Paul 


Now, while we teach that the church is 
built upon St. Peter, St. Paul (whose au- 
thority cannot be doubted) says, in his 
epistle to the Ephesians 2:20, it is built 
on the foundation of the apostles and pro- 
phets, Jesus Christ Himself being the chief 
corner-stone. And the same apostle be- 
lieves so little in the supremacy of St. 
Peter, that he openly blames those who 
would say, We are of Paul, We are of Apol- 
los (I Cor. 1:12), as those who say, We are 
of Peter. If therefore this last apostle had 
been the vicar of Christ, St. Paul would 
have taken great care not to censure so 
violently those who belonged to his own 
colleagues. The same apostle, counting up 
the offices of the church, mentions apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, doctors, and pastors. 
Is it to be believed, my venerable brethren, 
that St. Paul, the great apostle of the Gen- 
tiles, would have forgotten the first of these 
offices, the papacy, if the papacy had been 
of divine institution? The forgetfulness ap- 
peared to me to be as impossible as if an 
historian of this Council were not to men- 
tion one word of his holiness Pius IX (Sev- 
eral voices —‘ Silence, heretic, silence.’) 
Calm yourselves, my brethren, I have not 
as yet finished. Forbidding me to go on, 
you show yourselves to the world to do 
wrong in shutting the mouth of the small- 
est member of this assembly. 

I continue. The Apostle Paul makes no 
mention in any of his letters directed to 
the various churches, of the primacy of 
Peter. If this primacy had existed, if, in 
one word, the church had in its body a su- 
preme head infallible in teaching, would 
the great apostle of the Gentiles have for- 
gotten to mention it? What do I say? He 
would have written a long letter on this 
all-important subject. Then, as he has ac- 
tually done, when the edifice of the Chris- 
tian doctrine is erected, would the founda- 
tion, the key of the arch, be forgotten? 
Now, unless you hold that the church of 
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the apostles was heretical (which none of 
us would either desire or dare to say), we 
are obliged to confess that the church has 
never been more beautiful, more pure, or 
more holy, than in the days when there 
was no pope. (Cries of, ‘It is not true; it is 
not true.’) Let not Monsignor di Laval say, 
‘No,’ since any of you, my venerable breth- 
ren, should dare to think that the church 
which has today a pope for its head is more 
in the faith, more pure in its morals than 
the Apostolic church, let him say it openly 
in the face of the universe, for this en- 
closure is the centre from which our words 
fly from pole to pole. 


I go on. Neither in the writings of St 
Paul, St. John, nor St. James, have I found 
a trace or germ of the papal power. §t, 
Luke, the historian of the missionary la 
bors of the apostles, is silent on this all 
important point. The silence of these holy 
men, whose writings make part of the 
canon of the divinely-inspired Scriptures, 
has appeared to me burdensome and impos. 
sible, if Peter had been pope, and as uw 
justifiable as if Thiers, writing the history 
of Napoleon Bonaparte, had omitted the 
title of emperor. 

I see here before me a member of the 
assembly, who says, pointing at me with 
his finger, ‘There is a schismatic bishop 
who has got among us under false colors’ 
No, no, my venerable brethren, I have not 
entered this august assembly as a thief, by 
the window, but by the door like your 
selves. My title of bishop gave me a right 
to it, as my Christian conscience forces me 
to speak and to say that which I believe 
to be true. 


The Testimony of St. Peter 


What has surprised me most, and what 
moreover is capable of demonstration, is 
the silence of St. Peter. If the apostle had 
been what we proclaim him to be—that is, 
the vicar of Jesus Christ on earth—he 


surely would have known it; if he had 
known it, how is it that not once did he 
act as pope? He might have done it on the 
day of Pentecost, when he pronounced his 
first sermon, but did not do it; neither in 
his two letters directed to the church. Can 
you imagine such a pope, my venerable 
brethren, if St. Peter had been pope? Nov, 
if you wish to maintain that he was the 
pope, the natural consequence arises that 
you must maintain that he was ignorant o 
the fact. Now I ask whoever has a head t0 
think and a mind to reflect, are these two 
suppositions possible? 

To return, I say, while the apostle lived, 
the church never thought that there could 
be a pope; to maintain the contrary, all 
the sacred writings must be entirely & 
nored. 

But it is said on all sides, Was not St 
Peter at Rome? Was he not crucified with 
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his head down? Are not the pulpits in 
which he taught, the altars at which he 
said the mass, in this eternal city? St. 
Peter having been at Rome, my venerable 
prethren, rests only on tradition; but, if 
he had been Bishop of Rome, how can you 
from this episcopate prove his supremacy? 
Sealiger, one of the most learned of men, 
has not hesitated to say that St. Peter’s 
episcopate and residence at Rome ought to 
be classed with ridiculous legends. (Repeat- 
ed cries, ‘Shut his mouth, shut his mouth; 
make him come down from the pulpit.’) 


The Testimony of History 


Venerable brethren, I am ready to be 
silent; but is it not better, in an assembly 
like ours, to prove all things, as the apos- 
tle commands, and to hold fast what is 
good? We have a dictator, before whom 
we—even his holiness Pius IX himself— 
must prostrate ourselves, and be silent and 
and bow our heads. That dictator is his- 
tory. This is not like a legend, which can 
be made as the potter makes his clay, but 
is like a diamond which cuts on the glass 
what cannot be cancelled. Till now I have 
only leant on her, and if I have found no 
trace of the papacy in the apostolic days, 
the fault is hers, not mine. Do you wish to 
put me into the position of one accused of 
falsehood? You may do it, if you can. 

I hear from the right some one express- 
ing these words—Thou art Peter, and on 
this rock I will build my church.’ I will 
answer this objection presently, my vener- 
able brethren; but, before doing so, I 
wish to present you with the result of my 
historical researches. 

Finding no trace of the papacy in the 
days of the apostles, I said to myself, I 
shall find what I am in search of in the 
annals of the church. Well, I say it frank- 
ly—I have sought for a pope in the first 
four centuries, and I have not found him. 
None of you, I hope, will doubt the great 
authority of the holy Bishop of Hippo, the 
great and blessed St. Augustine. This pious 
doctor, the honor and glory of the Catholic 
church, was secretary in the Council of 
Melvie. In the decrees of this venerable as- 
sembly are to be found these significant 
words—“Whosoever wills to appeal to those 
beyond the sea shall not be received by 
any one in Africa to the communion.” The 
bishops of Africa acknowledged the bishop 
of Rome so little that they smote with ex- 
communication those who would have re- 
course to an appeal. These same bishops, in 
the sixth Council of Carthage, held under 
Aurelius, Bishop of that city, wrote to Cel- 
estinus, Bishop of Rome, to warn him not 
to receive appeals from the bishops, priests 
or clerics of Africa; and that he should 
send no more legates or commissaries; and 
that he should not intreduce human pride 
into the church. 
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That the Patriarch of Rome had from 
the earliest times tried to draw to himself 
all the authority is an evident fact; but it 
is an equally evident fact that he had not 
the supremacy which the Ultramontanes 
attribute to him. Had he possessed it, would 
the Bishops of Africa—St. Augustine first 
among them—have dared to prohibit the 
appeals of their decrees to his supreme 
tribunal? I confess without difficulty that 
the Patriarch of Rome held the first place. 
One of Justinian’s laws says, ‘Let us order, 
after the definition of the four Councils, 
that the holy pope of ancient Rome shall 
be the first of the bishops, and that the 
most high Archbishop of Constantinople, 
which is the new Rome, shall be the sec- 
ond.’ Bow down then to the supremacy of 
the pope,’ you will say to me. Do not run 
so fast to this conclusion, my venerable 
brethren, inasmuch as the law of Justinian 
has written on the face of it, ‘Of the order 
of the patriarchal sees.’ Precedence is one 
thing, the power of jurisdiction is another. 
For example, supposing that in Florence 
there was an assembly of all the bishops of 
the kingdom, the precedence would be giv- 
en to the Primate of Florence as among 
the Easterns it would be accorded to the 
Patriarch of Constantinople, as in England 
to the Archbishop of Canterbury. But neith- 
er the first, nor the second, nor the third, 
could deduce from the position assigned 
to him a jurisdiction over his colleagues. 


The importance of the bishops of Rome 
proceeded not from a divine power, but 
from the importance of the city in which 
they had their seat. Monsignor Darboy (in 
Paris) is not superior in dignity to the 
Archbishop of Avignon; but, in spite of 
that, Paris gives him a consideration which 
he would not have, if, instead of having 
his palace on the bank of the Seine, he had 
it on that of the Rhone. That which is 
true in the religious order is the same in 
civil and political matters; the prefect of 
Rome is not more a prefect than one at 
Pisa; but civilly and politically he has a 
greater importance. 

I have said that from the very first cen- 
turies the Patriarch of Rome aspired to the 
universal government of the church. Un- 
fortunately he very nearly reached it; but 
he had not succeeded assuredly in his pre- 
tensions, for the Emperor Theodosius II 
made a law by which he established that. 
the Patriarch of Constantinople should 
have the same authority as he of Rome 
(Leg. cod. de sacr., etc.) The fathers of the 
Council of Chalcedon put the bishops of 
the new and the old Rome in the same 
order on all things, even ecclesiastical 
(Can. 28). The sixth Council of Carthage 
forbade all the bishops to take the title of 
prince of the bishops, or sovereign bishop. 
As for this title of universal bishop, which 
the popes took later, St. Gregory I, believ- 
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ing that his successors would never think 
of adorning themselves with it, wrote these 
remarkable words, ‘None of my predeces- 
sors has consented to take this profane 
name; for when a patriarch gives himself 
the name of Universal, the title of patri- 
arch suffers discredit. Far be it from Chris- 
tians to desire to give themselves a title 
which brings discredit upon their breth- 
ren!’ 


The Testimony of the Church Fathers 


The words of St. Gregory are directed to 
his colleagues of Constantinople, who pre- 
tended to the primacy of the church. Pope 
Pelagius II calls John, Bishop of Constan- 
tinople, who aspired to the high priest- 
hood, ‘impious and profane.’ ‘Do not care,’ 
he said, ‘for the title of universal, which 
John has usurped illegally. Let none of the 
patriarchs take this profane name; for 
what misfortunes may we not expect, if 
among the priests such elements arise? 
They would get what has been foretold for 
them—He is the king of the sons of pride’ 
(Pelagius II, Lett. 13.) Do not these au- 
thorities prove (and I might add an hun- 
dred more of equal value), with a clear- 
ness as the sun at mid-day, that the first 
bishops of Rome were not till much later 
recognized as universal bishops and heads 
of the church? And on the other hand, who 
does not know that from the year 325, in 
which the first Council of Nice was held, 
down to 580, the year of the second OEcu- 
menical Council of Constantinople, among 
more than 1,109 bishops who assisted at the 
first six general Councils, there were not 
more than nineteen Western bishops? Who 
does not know that the Councils were con- 
voked by the Emperors without informing 
and sometimes against the wish of the 
bishop of Rome?—that Hosius, Bishop of 
Cordova, presided at the first Council of 
Nice, and edited the canons of it? The same 
Hosius presided afterwards at the Council 
of Sardica, excluding the legates of Julius, 
Bishop of Rome. 

I say no more, my venerable brethren; 
and I come now to speak of the great argu- 
ment—which you mentioned before—to es- 
tablish the primacy of the Bishop of Rome 
by the rock (petra). If this were true, the 
dispute would be at an end; but our fore- 
fathers—and they certainly knew some- 
thing—did not think of it as we do. St. 
Cyril in his fourth book on the Trinity, 
says, ‘I believe that by the rock you must 
understand the unshaken faith of the apos- 
tles.’ St. Hilary, Bishop of Poitiers, in his 
second book on the Trinity, says, ‘The rock 
(petra) is the blessed and only rock of the 
faith confessed by the mouth of St. Peter;’ 
and in the sixth book of the Trinity, he 
says, ‘It is on this rock of the confession of 
faith that the church is built.’ ‘God,’ says 
St. Jerome in the sixth book on St. Mat- 
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thew, ‘has founded His church on this 
rock, and it is from this rock that the 
apostle Peter has been named.’ After him 
St. Chrysostom says in his fifty-third homi- 
ly on St. Matthew, ‘On this rock I will 
build my church—that is, on the faith of 
the confession.’ Now, what was the con- 
fession of the apostle? Here is it—Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the living God’ 
Ambrose, the holy Archbishop of Milan (on 
the second chapter of the Ephesians), St, 
Basil of Seleucia, and the fathers of the 
Council of Chalcedon, teach exactly the 
same thing. Of all the doctors of Christian 
antiquity St. Augustine occupies one of the 
first places for knowledge and _ holiness, 
Listen then to what he writes in his see 
ond treatise on the first epistle of St. John: 
‘What do the words mean, I will build my 
church on this rock? On this faith, on that 
which said, Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.’ In his treatise on St. 
John we find this most significant phrase— 
‘On this rock which thou hast confessed I 
will build my church, since Christ was 
the rock.’ The great bishop believed go 
little that the church was built on St. Peter 
that he said to the people in his thirteenth 
sermon, ‘Thou art Peter, and on this rock 
(petra) which thou has confessed, on this 
rock which thou hast known, saying, Thou 
art Christ the Son of the living God, I will 
build my church—upon Myself, who am the 
Son of the living God: I will build it m 
Me, and not Me on thee.’ That which St 
Augustine thought upon this celebrated 
passage was the opinien of all Christen 
dom in his time. 

Therefore, to resume, I establish: (1) 
That Jesus has given to His apostles the 
same power that He gave to St. Peter. (2) 
That the apostles never recognized in St 
Peter the vicar of Jesus Christ and the ip 
fallible doctor of the church. (3) That St 
Peter never thought of being pope and nev- 
er acted as if he were pope. (4) That the 
Councils of the first four centuries, while 
they recognized the high position which 
the Bishop of Rome occupied in the chureh 
on account of Rome, only accorded to him 
a pre-eminence of honor, never of power or 
of jurisdiction. (5) That the holy fathers 
in the famous passage, ‘Thou art Peter, and 
on this rock I will build my church,’ never 
understood that the church was built o 
Peter (super Petrum) but on the rock (st 
per petram), that is, on the confession of 
the faith of the apostle. I conclude vit 
toriously, with history, with reason, with 
logic, with good sense, and with a Christian 
conscience, that Jesus Christ did not cot 
fer any supremacy on St. Peter and that 
the bishops of Rome did not become sover 
eigns of the church, but only by confiscat 
ing one by one all the rights of the episee 
pate. (Voices — ‘Silence, impudent Protet 
tant! Silence!’) 
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No, I am not an impudent Protestant. 
History is neither Catholic, nor Anglican, 
nor Calvinistic, nor Lutheran, nor Armin- 
jan, nor schismatic Greek, nor Ultramon- 
tane. She is what she is—that is, some- 
thing stronger than all confessions of faith 
of the Canons of the OEcumenical Councils. 
Write against it, if you dare! but you can- 
not destroy it, any more than taking a 
prick out of the Coliseum would make it 
fall. If I have said anything which proves 
to be false, show it to me by history, and 
without a moment’s hesitation I will make 
an honorable apology; but be patient, and 
you will see that I have not said all that 
I would or could; and even were the funer- 
al pile waiting for me in the place of St. 
Peter’s, I should not be silent, and I am 
obliged to go on. Monsignor Dupanloup, in 
his celebrated Observations on this Council 
of the Vatican, has said, and with reason, 
that if we declared Pius IX infallible, we 
must necessarily, and from natural logic, 
be obliged to hold that all his predecessors 
were also infallible. 


The Testimony of Papal Contradictions 


Well, venerable brethren, here history 
raises its voice to assure us that some 
popes have erred. You may protest against 
itor deny it, as you please, but I will prove 
i Pope Victor (192) first approved of 
Montanism, and then condemned it.

But why look for such remote proofs? 
Has not our holy Father here present, in 
his bull which gave the rules for this 
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Council, in the event of his dying while it 
was sitting, revoked all that in past times 
may be contrary to it, even when that pro- 
ceeds from the decisions of his predeces- 
sors? And certainly, if Pius IX has spoken 
ex cathedra, it is not when, from the depths 
of his sepulchre, he imposes his will on the 
sovereigns of the church. I should never 
finish, my venerable brethren, if I were to 
put before your eyes the contradictions of 
the popes in their teaching. If then you 
proclaim the infallibility of the actual pope, 
you must either prove—that which is im- 
possible—that the popes never contradicted 
each other, or else you must declare that 
the Holy Spirit has revealed to you that 
the infallibility of the papacy only dates 
from 1870. Are you bold enough to do this? 

Perhaps the people may be indifferent, 
and pass by theological questions which 
they do not understand, and of which they 
do not see the importance; but though they 
are indifferent to principle, they are not so 
to facts. Do not then deceive yourselves. 
If you decree the dogma of papal infalli- 
bility, the Protestants, our adversaries, will 
mount in the breach, the more bold that 
they have history on their side, whilst we 
have only our own denial against them. 
What can we say to them: when they show 
up all the bishops of Rome from the days 
of Luke to his holiness, Pius IX, we should 
triumph on the whole line; but alas! it is 
not so. (Cries of ‘Silence, silence; enough, 
enough!’) 

Do not cry out, Monsignori! To fear his- 
tory is to own yourselves conquered; and 
moreover, if you made the whole waters 
of the Tiber pass over it, you would not 
cancel a single page. Let us speak, and I 
will be as short as it is possible on this 
most important subject— Pope Vigilius 
(538) purchased the papacy from Belisari- 
us, lieutenant of the Emperor Justinian. It 
is true that he broke his promise and never 
paid for it. Is this a canonical mode of 
binding on the tiara? The second Council 
of Chalcedon had formally condemned it. 
In one of its canons you read that ‘the 
bishop who obtains his episcopate by money 
shall lose it and be degraded.’ Pope Eu- 
genius III (IV in original) (1145) imitated 
Vigilius. St. Bernard, the bright star of his 
age, reproves the pope, saying to him, ‘Can 
you show me in this great city of Rome any 
one who would receive you as pope if they 
had not received gold or silver for it?’ 


My venerable brethren, will a pope who 
establishes a bank at the gates of the tem- 
ple be inspired by the Holy Spirit? Will 
he have any right to teach the church in- 
fallibility? You know the history of For- 
mosus too well for me to add to it. Stephen 
XI caused his body to be exhumed, dressed 
in his pontifical robes; he made the fingers 
which he used for giving the benediction 
to be cut off, and then had him thrown in- 
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to the Tiber, declaring him to be a perjur- 
er and illegitimate. He was then impris- 
oned by the people, poisoned, and strangled. 
Look how matters were re-adjusted; Ro- 
manus, successor to Stephen,and after him, 
John X, rehabilitated the memory of For- 
mosus. 


But you will tell me these are fables, 
not history. Fables! Go, Monsignori, to the 
Vatican Library and read Platina, the his- 
torian of the papacy, and the annals of 
Baronius (A.D. 897). These are facts which, 
for the honor of the Holy See, we should 
wish to ignore; but when it is to define a 
dogma which may provoke a great schism 
in our midst, the love which we bear to 
our venerable mother church, Catholic 
Apostolic, and Roman, ought it to impose 
silence on us? 


I go on. The learned Cardinal Baronius, 
speaking of the papal court, says (give at- 
tention, my venerable brethren, to these 
words), ‘What did the Roman church ap- 
pear in those days? How infamous! Only 
all-powerful courtesans governing in Rome! 
It was they who gave, exchanged, and took 
bishoprics; and horrible to relate, they got 
their’ lovers, the false popes, put on the 
throne of St. Peter’ (Baronius, A.D. 912). 
You will answer, These were false popes, 
not true ones: let it be so; but in that 
case, if for fifty years the see of Rome was 
occupied by anti-popes, how will you pick 
up again the thread of pontifical succes- 
sion? Has the church been able, at least 
for a century and a half, to go on without 
a head, and find itself acephalous? 


Look now: The greatest number of these 
anti-popes appear in the genealogical tree 
of the papacy; and it must have been this 
absurdity that Baronius described; because 
Genebardo, the great flatterer of the popes, 
had dared to say in his Chronicles (A.D. 
901). ‘This century is unfortunate, as for 
nearly 150 years the popes have fallen from 
all the virtues of their predecessors, and 
have become apostates rather than apos- 
tles.’ I can understand how the illustrious 
Baronius must have blushed when he nar- 
rated the acts of these Roman bishops. 
Speaking of John XI (931), natural son of 
Pope Sergius and of Marozia, he wrote these 
words in his annals—‘The holy church, 
that is, the Roman, has been vilely tram- 
pled on by such a monster.’ John XII (956), 
elected pope at the age of eighteen, through 
the influence of courtesans, was not one 
whit better than his predecessor. 

I grieve, my venerable brethren, to stir 
up so much filth, I am silent on Alexander 
VI, father and lover of Lucretia; I turn 
away from John XXIII (1410), who, be- 
cause of simony and immorality, was de- 
posed by the holy OEcumenical Council of 
Constance. Some will maintain that this 
Council was only a private one; let it be 
so; but if you refuse any authority to it, 
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as a logical sequence you must hold the 
nomination of Martin V (1417) to be ille 
gal. What, then, will become of the papal 
succession? Can you find the thread of it? 

I do not speak of the schisms which haye 
dishonored the church. In those unfortup. 
ate days the See of Rome was occupied by 
two competitors, and sometimes even by 
three. Which of these was the true pope? 
Resuming once more, again I say, if you 
decree the infallibility of the present bish. 
op of Rome, you must establish the infallj. 
bility of all the preceding ones, without ey. 
cluding any. But you can do that, whe 
history is there establishing with a clear.

Several weeks ago at Tamuning they 
had a fiesta where the strains of Ave 
Maria could be heard over the roulette 
wheels. At Inarajan they had a huge 
image of St. Joseph which was followed 
by the priests and sisters saying their 
rosary. | almost got my teeth knocked 
down my throat by a Catholic for pass- 
ing religious tracts at their “religious” 
festival. Beer bottles littered the whole 
town. 
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Vern Ames and Joe Flowers were 
passing tracts at the Tamuning fiesta 
when the priest drove towards Ames and 
turned about four feet from hitting him 
with a car. The priest jumped out and 
asked Ames by what authority he was 
passing tracts, although he was on pub- 
lic highway away from the actual church 
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grounds. Quite a discussion ensued. Joe 
said the priest was so mad that his “veins 
showed over his tablecloth.” The follow- 
ing Wednesday Mrs. Flowers was al- 
most run down by the priest at Dededo 
while passing tracts. Sunday “Wmatuma 
Si Yuus,” the local Catholic paper, ran 
the following two items on page 1 (Au- 
gust 2, 1953): “A lie travels half way 
round the world—often by tract—while 
truth is putting on its boots; but truth 
will overtake it in the end.” “Believe 
not every word you read; lies look as 
nice in print as does the truth—always 
consider the source and read the known 
truth first.”

The Vatican, too, is brought 
noi. Bishop Kaczmarek recited many in- 
dictments of the Catholic hierarchy. “It 
must be known,” he said, “that the Vati- 
can has always been leading an anti- 
Polish policy.” It was hoping to “hand 
hack our territories to Germany” in re- 
turn for Germany’s help in a war against 
Communism. We see here that the Vati- 
can is ever meddling in politics, both 
European and international. 

During the course of the trial of Bish- 
op Kaczmarek, a certain witness, iden- 
tiled only by the name of Mieczka by 
the Warsaw radio, admitted smuggling 
bis, in funds from the U. S. The Warsaw 
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radio refers to his deposition thus: “He 
admitted on the stand yesterday that in 
October, 1946, he went to the U.S. with 
the knowledge of Kaczmarek and 
brought back with him from there 
$50,000 from Bishop Stephen Woznicki 
. . . Altogether he brought back with 
him over $80,000 in a double-bottomed 
trunk.” 

Bishop Woznicki denied outright 
these charges which he termed ridicu- 
lous. Referring to the witness, Mieczka, 
the Bishop said that the name is Mieczy- 
slaw Poloska, a priest, who visited the 
United States in 1946 to collect funds 
for the continuation of his work, the es- 
tablishment of a home for polish youth. 
Just before this occurred, Bishop Woz- 
nicki was in Poland supervising the dis- 
tribution of relief material from the U. 
S. When Father Poloska visited the 
Bishop in Detroit, the Bishop merely 
gave him a small donation to alleviate 
the relief situation in Poland, So says 
the Bishop. 


Pope Excommunicates All 
In Polish Government 

On October Ist, Pope Pius XII ex- 
communicated members of the Polish 
government and any others who had 
anything to do with the recent suspen- 
sion and banishment of Polish Primate 
Stefan Cardinal Wyszynski. 

The action, similar to that taken in the 
case of Aloysius Cardinal Stepinac of 
Hungary, was expected to have a pro- 
found effect in Poland where 96% of 
the 25,000,000 population are Catholics. 

The Pope acted through the Sacred 
Consistorial Congregation, of which he 
is prefect. 

The decree, announced by the congre- 
gation, said excommunication was or- 
dered under the infamia juris provision 
of the canon law which provides the 
penalty against those who lay violent 
hands on the Pope, his legate or a cardi- 
nal. 

Vatican sources said the excommuni- 
cation applies to the whole Polish gov- 
ernment and to all others involved in 
Cardinal Wyszynski’s arrest September 
25 and in any trial which may follow.

Cardinal McIntyre Condemns Arrest 


James Francis Cardinal McIntyre, 
Archbishop of Los Angeles condemned 
the Communist regime’s arrest of Stefan 
Cardinal Wyszynski, Catholic Primate 
of Poland. 


“The obviously malicious persecution 
of Cardinal Wyszynski and his fellow 
priests of equal and lesser rank is clear- 
ly a manifestation of the desire of the 
Soviet regime to exterminate religions 
from the hearts of the subjugated people 
of Poland,” Cardinal McIntyre said. 

“As the leaders are maligned the fol- 
lowers are expected to be intimidated. 
However, the stanchness of the leaders 
and their willingness to suffer for truth 
and justice will stimulate the resistance 
of a people devoted to God. 

“Cardinal Wyszynski evidently fore- 
saw the machinations of the enemy when 
he declined to go to Rome to receive the 
red hat last January. 

“We pray the blessing of God and the 
protection of Our Lady of Czestochowa 
upon the noble people of Poland as they 
pursue their religious convictions, de- 
spite the deprivation of their leaders and 
the restriction of their religious free- 
dom.”

Is Cardinal Wyszynski’s suspension 
of his office the result of Communistic 


antagonism to the Roman Catholic 
Church? Unless prompted by special 
reason how could the Polish government 
take such a drastic measure against the 
prelate and risk the indignation of 96% 
of Catholics in a population of 25,- 
000,000, according to the Vatican’s sta- 
tistics ? 

The very day that this was happen- 
ing in Poland, another Associated Press 
report informed that Jan Hadjukiewicz, 
28-year-old Polish interpreter who bolt- 
ed from a Communist inspection team 
in Korea and won permission to live in 
America, said Stalin’s death touched off 
wild celebrations throughout Poland. 

“More vodka was drunk that night 
than at any time since the war,” the soft- 
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spoken fugitive from Communism sai, 
“The police had to close the bars ang 
night clubs to curb the celebration.” 

Still a third press report of the same 
day stated that Vatican sources said 
Polish Communist authorities have re 
leased the Roman Catholic Bishop oj 
Danzig, Msgr. Karl Maria Splett, from 
prison. The prelate completed an eight. 
year sentence for alleged collaboration 
with the Germans during World War I], 

It is a matter of waiting to see what 
course this tension between Rome anj 
Poland will take.

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0 KILL OR NOT TO KILL

HE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH has taken upon 
herself the responsibility for some start- 
ling exceptions to God’s command, 
“Thou shalt not kill.” 
In 1215 the Lateran Council passed 
the following decree, which the Roman 
Church has never abolished; “We ex- 
















4 communicate and anathematize every 
nf heresy that exalts itself against the holy 
orthodox and Catholic faith, condemn- 
nf ing all heretics, by whatever name they 
a may be known . . . Such as are con- 
WE demned are to be delivered over to the 






existing, secular powers, to receive due 
punishment. 

“Secular powers, of all ranks and de- 
grees, are to be warned, and if necessary, 
compelled by ecclesiastical censure, to 
swear they will exert themselves to the 
utmost in the defense of the faith, and 
extirpate all heretics denounced by the 
Church who shall be found in their ter- 
ritories. 

“Catholics who shall assume the Cross 
for the extermination of heretics shall 
enjoy the same indulgences, and be pro- 
tected by the same privileges, as are 
granted to those who go to the help of 
the Holy Land. 

“It is of faith that the Pope has the 
right of deposing heretical and rebel 
kings. Monarchs so deposed by the Pope 
are converted into notorious tyrants, and 
B tay be killed by the first person who can 
im teach them.” 

La Croix stated, “A man condemned 
by the Pope may be killed wherever he 
— (Theol. Moral. Vol. I, pg. 
























































































In 1088 Pope Urban II issued a De- 
1 MiB cree in which he declared, “Those are 
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not to be accounted murderers, who, 
when burning with love and zeal for 
their Catholic mother (the Roman 
Church) against excommunicated Prot- 
estants, shall happen to kill a few of 
them.” 

Bussambaum taught, “A man who 
has been excommunicated by the Pope 
may be killed anywhere, as Escobar and 
Deaux teach, because the Pope has in- 
direct jurisdiction over the whole world, 
even in temporal things.” (Bussambaum. 
—Lacroi, Theol. Moral., 1757) 

In September, 1851, the Rambler, an 
English Roman Catholic newspaper, 
printed, “You ask if the Pope were Lord 
of this land, and you were in a minority, 
what he would do to you? That, we say, 
would entirely depend on circumstances. 
If it would benefit the cause of Catholi- 
cism, he would tolerate you. If expedient 
he would imprison, banish, or prebably 
even hang you. But be assured of one 
thing, he would never tolerate you for 
the sake of your glorious principles of 
civil and religious liberty.” 

Escobar maintained, “Children are 
obliged to denounce their parents or re- 
lations who are guilty of heresy, although 
they know that they will be burned. They 
may refuse them all nourishment, and 
permit them to die with hunger, or may 
kill them as enemies, who violate the 
rights of humanity.” (Theol. Moral., 
Vol. 4, lib. 31, sec. 2, Precept. 4, Prob. 
5, pg. 230.) 

Francis X. Fegeli wrote, “It is not a 
mortal sin for parents to wish the death 
of their children, nor to desire the death 
of any one who troubles the Church, be- 
cause considerable good is the direct and 
immediate object.” ( Lib. 2, Tract. I, Dis- 
put. 10, Dub. I, Num. 15, pg. 290.) 

If Protestant Evangelical Christians 
had the authority to advocate through 
moral persuasion and education the 
strict adherence to the sacred command- 
ments of God, the consequent result 
would assuredly be a reduction ef killing, 
vice and crime. The moral code of Prot- 
estant Evangelical Christians is today 
the one and only sound moral anchor 
existing in the social and cultural life of 
America.

JUNE HAVER came back from convent life. “I am on temporary leave” 
the 27 year old blond former actress said. “I was just not strong enough. | 
left because of lack of strength to stand the strain.” Her arrival in Los Angeles 
air terminal was one of happiness and tears. When newsreel men persuadel 
her to have pictures taken, she burst into tears. Her mother wept, too. 


June Haver’s return was seven 
months and three weeks from the day 
last February 8 that she entered the Sis- 
ters of Charity Convent at Xavier, Kan- 
sas. Two days after she entered she be- 
came a novitiate. She originally was a 
Presbyterian but became a Catholic at 
the age of 16. At the time June made 
public her intention of taking the veil, 
her father, Fred Stovenour, said: 

“Her mother and I were divorced in 
1936. It made quite an impression on her 
and it influenced her in finding a religion 
where divorce is not permitted.” 

June herself had gone through marital 
separation. After an elopement to Las 
Vegas with Zito, March 9, 1947, the 
couple separated and were wed again in 
a church wedding at St. Timothy’s 
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Church. Her civil divorce was not recog. 
nized by the Catholic Church so that in 
the eyes of the church she was still: 
married woman. This, however, is no 
a bar to nunhood, although most women 
who have been married before becoming 
novitiates are widows. 

Archbishop Edward J. Hunkeler sai 
he could not comment on reports Mis 
Haver had taken a temporary leave, adé- 
ing, however, “I have never heard 
such a leave being granted novitiates) 
Earlier Archbishop Hunkeler said: ‘ 
think the real reason, in fairness to June 
was that it wasn’t the life for her. § 
left in a candid and proper manner.” 


June’s mother, Mrs. Maria Ottesta 
said her daughter had left the nunney 
for good. “In leaving the convent,” si 
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said of her daughter, “she went through 
regular withdrawal channels. The fact 
that she left in street clothing is proof 
that her training to become a nun is 
over.” Recent statements by Roman 
Catholic officials had hinted that Miss 
Haver’s seven-month career as a candi- 
date was at an end. 










Of her daughter’s decision to become 
anun early this year, Mrs. Ottestad said: 
“I believe June realized almost from the 
start—months ago—that she had made 
a mistake. All her life she has been de- 
yoted to her family—a real home girl. 
You can certainly understand this made 
her homesick, made it difficult for her 
to readjust to the schedule of a religious 
life.”

Haver’s decision to enter the convent 
life, we commented on this subject: 






























































“We sincerely regret that Miss Haver 
has chosen to enter a system so fraught 
with intellectual confusion and so be- 
numbing to the spirit as is the service 
of the Roman Catholic Church.

It is true that God will meet the hun- 
gry heart wherever it may be found, but 
what a pity that Miss Haver is shutting 
herself off from contact with the life- 
giving Word of God and is seeking in a 
religious discipline of asceticism what 
she can find only in a personal encoun- 
ter with the living Christ.” 























The Only Satisfying Life 


It is not out of place to mention here 
what that personal encounter with the 
living Christ brings to sincere God-seek- 
ing souls, such as was the experience of 
Hollywood’s most promising actress, the 
former Colleen Townsend. 
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When it was announced that she was 
giving up her motion picture career to 
dedicate her life to the service of Christ, 


people exclaimed: “Throwing away 
fame, an enviable future ; that is crazy.” 
They could not understand that there are 
other treasures of greater value than 
mere material gain. But Colleen had 
really discovered the secret of happiness 
in yielding her life to Christ. One of the 
books from which she derived help and 
inspiration is THE Monk WuHo LiveEpD 
AcaIn, the life story of Dr. Walter M. 
Montafio. To the publisher of the book 
she sent the following testimony: 


“Tt is hard for me to think of just the 
right words to describe Dr. Montafio 
and this book, his biography.. Galatians 
2:20 would be one of the best Scriptures 
to parallel his life. He has been such a 
challenge to me, for his life literally 
radiates with love for the One whom he 
serves. The book has meant much to me 
and also been a real inspiration. It helped 
clarify my thinking along the lines—as 
Paul says—“I count all things but loss 
but Christ.” To the eyes of the world, 
Dr. Montafio gave up everything and 
yet we know that in Christ he gained 
everything. 

“As you can see, my words are not 
very clear but I am certain you know 
what I mean, so please feel at liberty to 
say the nicest things you can think of 
and sign my name to them. 

“Thank you for counting me in as one 
of Dr. Montafio’s friends and admirers.” 

In 1949, during one of Dr. Montafio’s 
evangelistic trips to Latin America, Col- 
leen wrote to Dr. Montafio: “I was es- 
pecially thrilled to hear about the wit- 
nessing you have been doing aboardship.

A GRIM ANNIVERSARY 


Dear Sir, 


I am sending you herewith a few refle. 
tions on a Four-hundredth Anniversary 
which came on Tuesday, October 27, 1953, 

On October 27, 1553 Miguel Cerveto 
(Michael Servetus or Cervet), a Spanish 
physician, was burned at the stake by the 
authorities of Geneva at the insistence of 
the Protestants. 

While outwardly a conforming Roman 
Catholic, Cerveto was Protestant in his 
attitude and writings. He became anti 
papal after witnessing the adoration of the 
Pope on one occasion. He was a noncon 
formist and was therefore abhorrent to 
both the Roman Catholics who were loyal 
and to the deviationists. On his way to 
his death Cerveto cried out: “Oh God! save 
my soul! Oh Jesus son of the eternal God; 
have pity on me!” 

The death of Cerveto emphasizes th 
fact that Calvin, and thousands of othe 
Roman Catholics who left their church i 
the sixteenth century revival of Christian 
ity, did not immediately give up their long- 
established principle that nonconformity 
should be punished, even by death. It is 
remarkable that so few persons met the 
fate of Cerveto at the hands of the Prote 
tants. It is a witness to the power of apo 
tolic Christianity that the right and free 
dom to disagree, to deviate, or to disbelieve 
came to be recognized and observed get 
erally in Protestant countries. 

Four hundred years after Cerveto’s death 
finds a large part of the world in the grip 
of two major thought-control systems 
Whole countries are behind an “iron cur 
tain” (ex. Poland) or a “scarlet curtain’ 
(ex. Spain). In free countries, such as th 
United States, the “curtain” protagonists 
are strong and active. 

This four-hundredth anniversary of th 
death of Cerveto is a good time to remini 
ourselves that “if the Son (Jesus Christ) 
shall make you free ye shall be free it 
deed.” Also that “eternal vigilance is tk 
price of freedom.”

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THREATENED BY FEAR 


The nationwide Catholic educational system is 
threatened by ‘“‘an extreme nationalism born of 
war and fear, which would try to mold all our 
people into a single pattern dominated by the 
State.” 

This was the assertion of Rev. Thomas T. 
McAvoy, C.S.C., at the Commencement exercises 
marking the close of the Notre Dame, Ind., sum- 
mer session, August Sth. 

The head of Notre Dame's history department 
asserted that charges had been made that private 
and parochial education is divisive. “At no time,” 
he said, “must the intelligent man believe that 
he must submit spiritual dignity and destiny to 
the welfare of any State.” 

Father McAvoy declared, “This is Catholic 
doctrine. Catholics are obliged by their religious 
faith and obedience to be loyal to their country 
and to reject any subversive effort. But Catholics 
should never be prosecutors or persecutors in the 
interest of the State. 

“They must be vigilant that the spiritual dig- 
nity of man and spiritual freedom be retained in 

lic life, and especially in our schools where 
the life of future Catholicism is nurtured. 

“Catholic education will suffer if the absolute 
State replaces our present freedom and tolera- 
tion.”

BINGO 


According to Time (Nov. 16, 1953), to thou- 
sands of U. S. clergymen, bingo is a _ 
word. Roman Catholic priests generally defen 
it as an innocent game of chance which helps 
raise money for many a parish cause; most Prot- 
estant ministers condemn it as gambling, and 
therefore a moral evil. In New Jersey last No- 
vember, on the eve of a statewide referendum to 
legalize bingo and raffles for charity and other 
good causes, both sides fired off loud barrages. 

Against the referendum were the Methodists, 
Baptists, Presbyterians, Lutherans and Episco- 
palians as well as the State Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs and the New Jersey Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers. Protestant pulpits resounded 
with anti-bingo sermons. Said Methodist Bishop 
Fred P. Corson: “Gambling is a destructive force 
in personal and community life. It is just as 
evil . . . when disguised under the cloak of 
charity or religion as when it appears openly in 
the form of slot machines and numbers rackets.” 

Not so, said a front-page editorial in the Ad- 
vocate, official newspaper of the Roman Catholic 
archdiocese of Newark: “It is not gambling but 
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the abuse of gambling that involves an immoral 
act. ..” Said Father Thomas J. Conroy of St. 
Cecilia’s Church in Kearny: “A fight should be 
waged against such sins as birth control, divorce 
and euthanasia, not against the harmless practice, 
engaged in by older people, mostly women, of 
putting five little squares in a row on a card.” 

Then the voters went to the polls and made 
bingo and raffles respectable by a crashing 3-to-1 
vote.

PERIL TO CATHOLICS SEEN 
IN PAID “RABBLE ROUSERS” 


“The anti-Catholic riots and Catholic persecu- 
tions of the last century may develop again if 
‘rabble rousers who are selling misinformation 
for cash’ are allowed to go on, a well known 
educator and Catholic layman has declared,” 
said the Atlantic Journal of last October 26. 

James M. O'Neill, speaking on “Catholicism 
and American Freedom” at Sacred Heart audito- 
rium in Atlanta Sunday night, declared that a 
profitable business has arisen from writing at- 
tacks on American Catholics. 

The author of several books on speech and 
civil liberties, Dr. O'Neill contended that there 
is absolutely no basis for assertions that Catholics 
cannot uphold American freedoms without being 
disloyal to their church doctrines. 

He said many people believe “such nonsense” 
because they are afraid of the “fast growing pop- 
ulation of Catholics” and “fear their liberties are 
at stake.” 

He was joined in his denunciation of anti- 
Catholic moves by Bishop Francis E. Hyland, 
auxiliary bishop of the Roman Catholic Church's 
Savannah-Atlanta diocese, who said the only re- 
sult of Bishop Oxnam’s Reformation Day speech 
here a week ago “could have been to sow seeds 
of religious discord among our Georgia people.” 

Bishop Hyland said relations among religious 
faiths in Georgia are “gracious, friendly and 
truly Christian.” 


BAPTISTS COURT INVESTIGATION 


Religion has nothing to fear from any untrue 
charge as to the loyalty of its spokesmen.
